On the picturesque bluffs of the 
Pascagoula River in the year 1718, the pro- 
minent colonist Jean Baptiste Baudreau dit 
Graveline owned a plantation. A native of 
Montreal, Canada, Jean Baptiste was the 
third child of Urbain Baudreau dit Graveline 
and Mathurine Juillet. He was baptized on 
May 18, 1671 in Montreal. Jean Baptiste ap- 
parently inherited the spirit of adventure 
from his father, Urbain, and his maternal 
grandfather, Blaise Juillet, As a young man, 
he courageously risked his life many times 
“for the service of his Majesty, first in 
the expeditions in which he took part in 
Canada against the Iroquois, where he 
always distinguished himself, as well as in 
the journeys that were made there by sea to 
take Hudson's Bay and ravage the coasts of 
New Foundland. . .” In 1699 Jean Baptiste 
was one of sixty Canadians who sailed from 
New Foundland to Rochefort, France with 
Serigny. By orders of Pontchartrain, the 
hardy Canadians awaited the return of 
Pierre Le Moyne d’ Iberville. Tf Iberville’s ex- 
pedition were successful, the men would be 
ready for Iberville’s second voyage to the 
new French colony of Louisiana. It did suc- 
ceed, and they embarked on the LA 
RENOMMEE from La Rochelle in October 
1699, reaching Fort Maurepas on January 
8, 1700. Jean Baptiste remained at Fort 
Maurepas until the capital was moved in 
1702 to a site on the Mobile River, where he 
then lived at Fort Louis for a time. Jean 
Baptist was the father of two children, their 
mother being an Indian woman. The 
parentage of a girl, Magdeleine, and a boy, 
Jean Baptiste, II, is documented, although 
the exact years of their births have yet to 
be determined. It is not a proven fact that 
they had the same mother, but it is very 
likely. 

Exciting ventures filled the next decade 
of Jean Baptiste Baudreau dit Graveline’s 
life. In a letter to Maurepas in 1748, 
Governor Vaudreuil wrote of Graveline, he 
“came here for the settlement of this 
colony, at which he has always worked 
steadily, both by the frequent voyages which 
he has made to France to contract for and 
conduct people here and by the voyages he 
has made to Vera Cruz and Havana in order 
to open a commerce there and to have 
transported to this country the first 
purebred horned livestock seen here . . 2 

On one of his trips to France, Graveline 
married Suzanne. In October 1713, Suzanne 
died while they were living on Dauphin 
Island. 

In 1716 Graveline, together with a group 
of his Canadian friends, formed a commer- 
cial company, leaving Mobile on October 10 
with Spain’s New Kingdom of Leon as their 
goal. lt was a challenging journey into a ter- 
ritory which was sprinkled with missions, 
friendly and unfriendly, Indians. At one 
point in Texas, the French enterprisers were 
attacked by sixty Indians, who took thirty- 
three of their mules along with the 


belongings of the men, and a Spanish 
mulatress. Eventually. Graveline arrived 
back in Mobile on Oct. 25, 1717. 

By 1718 Graveline had settled on the west 
side of the Pascagoula River. With the help 
of Indian and Negro slaves, he farmed and 
raised cattle on his river plantation, a 
beautiful place for his children to spend their 
childhood. 

Graveline was not only the ambitious and 
adventurous man as seen by many 
historians, but as Governor Vaudreuil 
personally observed, “... he was one of the 
most opulent and where by his generosity 
in assisting all those who asked it of him has 
merited the esteem and the protection of all 
decent men...” 

in the 1740s Graveline married his third 
wife, Martha LaVergne, who was deceased 
by 1747. 

Graveline lost his sight in the 1750s, but 
not before he unselfishly rendered excep- 
tional service to France. Governor Vaudreuil 
praised him to Maurepas, saying that he had 
distinguished himself“... since he has been 
in Louisiana in the difficult journeys that he 
has undertaken, both to manage certain 
Indian nations for us and to suppress the 
insolence of several others, having marched 
against them at the head of the militia, of 
which he is the oldest captain, whenever we 
have formed an army to fight them.” 

A will was written by Jean Baptiste 
Baudreau dit Graveline in 1750. Eighty 
years of age at the time, Graveline’s 
tiredness reveals itself, as well as many emo- 
tions which can be noted in the words of this 
good old man. ‘There was despair in his heart 
regarding his only son, whom he had done 
go much for over the years. There was also 
anger with a tinge of bitterness. In past 
years Graveline had been very compas- 
sionate towards his son, aiding him 
financially, and pleading his cause whenever 
he was in trouble. : 

In his will Graveline declared that he had 
been in this colony “since the year one 
thousand seven hundred, that he came to 
this colony with Mr. Biberville and that he 
believes that out of a hundred who came 
with him he is the only living person.” 

He further stated in the document that he 
had a son by the daughter of a great Indian 
chief. He said that he married the Indian 
woman in the Catholic Church out of con- 
sideration for his son. 

But, in his will he disinherited Jean 
Baptiste, TI because of the abuse his son in- 
flicted upon him. He named his god-son Jean 
Baptiste Brassillier as heir to his remaining 
property. Seven years later in 1757, Jean 
Baptiste, II was arrested for his alledged 
part in an insurrection on Cat Island. As a 
result he was put to death on the wheel by 

order of Governor Kerlerec. Alas, Jean Bap- 
tiste Baudreau dit Graveline died about 
1762, most likely on his Pascagoula River 
plantation. He could be characterized as one 
of the most colorful figures in our early Gulf 
Coast history. Graveline was 2 remarkable 
man.

A little over three years ago Tom Van Antwerp 
moved front Mobile to Pascagoula to be a part of 
the operation of The Mississippi Press. Because of 
his interest in geneology and his natural interest in 
Jacksen County and the role of the Lewis family, 
he was determined to find the family cemetery he 
remembered as a child. 

“My great-great grandfather, Col, Alfred E. 
Lewis, is buried there,” he said. 

Accompanied by a photographer, Van Antwerp 
set out to find that cemetery. “It was a very cold 
day,” he said. “I waited until winter to look for the 
overgrown graves because of snakes.” 

The cemetery is located on seven acres 
belonging to the grandsons of Ethel Staples Burns, 
granddaughter of Col. Alfred E. Lewis. Those 
Seven acres are the last owned by the descendants 
af the Lewis and Baudrau clan who originally 
owned 100,000 acres in West Jackson County. 

After a search of about 45 minutes, crawling 
ander and over a giant oak tree, the broken and 
flattened stones were found under heavy vines and 
weeds. i . 

“From that point on, 1 made it my goal to try to 
save the cemetery fromfurther vandalism and the 
effects of time and natare,” Van Antwerp said. 

“During the last two years I talked to officials of 
Jackson County and officials of the city of Gautier, 
but due to the lack of jurisdiction they couldn't do 
anything to help. The eemetery is on private

History buff Duvall:

“Y wouldn't say that the Lewis cemetery is the 
oldest cemetery but it has to be one of the oldest in 
the area,” Wilson Duvall, a local resident and 
history buff, said. “My wife, Faye Lewis, was a 
descendant of the Lewis family so I have always 
had an interest in the Lewis family history.” 

Jean Baptiste Baudtau was one of the earliest 
settlers of the colony that originated with Pierre 
LeMoyne d’Tberville’s exploration of the area in 
1699. John Baudrau Lewis, the last of the Baudrau 
ancestors In the Lewis/Staples/Burns families is 
buried in that cemetery. A grave marked ‘John 
Baudrau Lewis” shows that he died a little over 
three weeks after he was born in 1848. 

John 8. Baudran died at age 85 in 1852. “He was 
the last of the Bandrau family that settled that 
land,”’ Duvall said. . 

“In those days, after you crossed the old bridge 
there wasn’t anything in the (southeast Gautier) 
area. There was oue old store and the creosote 
plant. Nothing was there because it was out in the | 
country ... just the hoot owls.”” ‘ 

“T used to keep that cemetery up when the Burns 
family in Mobile owned the property,"’ Duvall 
said. ‘The family members reaily enjoyed it 
there. They spent their vacations in Gautier. The 
house is gone now. What a shame that it is.

‘The August 1860 tempest passed. 
between Biloxi and Pascagoula 
which was very near the St. Cyr 
Seymour homestead. The October 
1860 hurricane saw sea level rise 
seven feet in 20 minutes, inundating 
the village of Pascagoul 

‘One can only imagine the effects 
of a tidal surge, emerging swiftly 
through the churning waters of Lake 
Graveline, over the lower elevations 
‘of the Seymour plantation during. 
‘one of these tropical storms. How
